The  Foreign  Mission  Board’s 
share  of  Cooperative  Program 
funds  from  Mississippi  during 
the  above  four  months  was  $94,- 
059.23,  which  added  to  the  $314,- 
185  designated,  made  a  total  of 
$408,244.23  given  to  foreign  mis¬ 
sions.

ipanese  Respond 
To  Stewardship 


DALLAS  —  What  would  hap 
■n  if  19  million  Christians 


The  Japanese  language  has  no 
comprehensive  word  to  describe 
the  concept  of  stewardship  as 
taught  by  Dr.  Merrill  D.  Moore 
and  Dr.'W.  E.  Grindstaff  during 
recent  conferences  in  Tokyo, 
Osaka,  Fukuoka,  and  other  ci¬ 
ties. 

Dr.  Moore  is  director  of  pro¬ 
motion  for  the  Executive  Com¬ 
mittee  of  the  Southern  Baptist 
Convention  and  Dr.  Grindstaff 
is  promotion  secretary  for  the 
Oklahoma  Baptist  Convention. 

To  overcome  this  language  dif¬ 
ficulty  the  men  had  to  point 
out  clearly  that  stewardship 
does  not  deal  primarily  with 
money  but  that  self,  time,  tal¬ 
ents  and  possessions  must  be  ac¬ 
counted  for  before  God. 

At  the  close  of  a  stewardship 
sermon  In  the  Shlmonoscki  Bap¬ 
tist  Church,  Dr.  ^  Moore  asked 
how  many  of  the  75  persons  pro- 
son  were  tithers.  Five  people 
stood. 

Then  Dr.  Moore  asked:  “How 
many  of  the  rest  of  you  will  say, 
*1  don’t  see  how  1  can  do  It;  but 
If  the  Bible  teachee  it  I  will  de- 
termine  to  tithe  henceforth  ?” 
Nearly  25  stood  in  response. 

As  the  service  continued  eight 
*>i«h  school  students  accepted 
Christ  as  their  Saviour.  After¬ 
wards  Missionary  Stanley  P. 
Howard,  Jr.,  who  had  been  pray¬ 
ing  for  such  decisions,  said:  “I 
give  up!  1*11  stop  asking  for  so 
little,  for  the  Lord  gives  far 
beyond  my  and  the  pastor’s 
fondest  dreams!” 


Tokyo  To  Get  New  Church

—  an  English-speaking  Baptist 
church.
